It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  work  progressed  satisfac- 
torily during  1961  on  the  building  of  the  new  block  at  the 
Bridgend  General  Hospital.  By  the  transfer  of  patients  to 
this  new  block  when  completed,  the  demolition  of  the  older 
part  of  the  Bridgend  General  Hospital  can  then  be  carried 
out.  Some  of  the  older  buildings  of  the  hospital  have  been 
in  existence  for  about  100  years,  either  as  a workhouse  or 
General  Hospital  and  are  therefore,  in  the  light  of  modern 
thought,  unsuitable  for  both  patients  and  staff. 

In  the  Penybont  Rural  District  area,  which  adjoins 
your  District,  there  are  three  mental  hospitals  under  the 
control  of  the  Morgannwg  Hospital  Management  Com- 
mittee.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


1. — Water  Supply 

On  April  1st,  1953,  the  Council  became  constituent 
members  of  the  Mid-Glamorgan  Water  Board.  The  other 
members  constituting  this  Board  are : Cowbridge  Borough, 
Cowbridge  R.D.C.,  Maesteg  U.D.C.,  Ogmore  U.D.C.  and  the 
Penybont  R.D.C. 

The  main  source  of  supply  for  your  area  continues  to 
be  from  the  Craig-yr-Aber  Reservoir,  but  this  supply  is 
supplemented  by  a supply  from  Schwyll. 


2. — Drainage  and  Sewerage 

The  major  portion  of  the  district  is  sewered ; one  small 
section  has  a separate  system  for  surface  water  drainage, 
the  remainder  is  on  a combined  system.  That  part  of  the 
Urban  Area,  west  of  the  railway,  drains  by  gravity  to  a sea 
outfall  near  Iron  Gate  Point.  Most  of  the  sewage  of  the 
Eastern  section  gravitates  to  a pumping  station  at  Gian 
Road,  the  remainder  to  a sea  oulTall  situated  opposite  the 
Red  House,  Newton. 


Cesspools 

The  number  of  cesspools  in  your  area  was  far  in  excess 
of  what  one  would  expect  in  a progressive  town. 

The  completion  of  the  extension  of  the  Sewer  along 
Western  Avenue,  Nottage,  has  resulted  in  this  number  being 
reduced.  It  has  also  partially  alleviated  the  nuisance  that 
existed  in  Westville  Crescent,  where  it  was  the  practice  to 
discharge  the  contents  of  the  “cesspool  emptier”  into  a 
sewer  manhole.  Satisfactory  progress  was  also  made  in  the 
extension  to  the  Sewer  along  West  Road,  Nottage,  When 
this  has  been  completed,  the  majority  of  the  cesspools  in 
your  district  will  have  been  discontinued. 

The  emptying  and  cleansing  of  cesspools  is  carried  out 
by  the  Council’s  workmen  under  the  direction  of  the 
Surveyor, 
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THE  COLLECTION  AND  DISFiJSAL  OF 
TOWN  REFUSE 


Collection 

This  work  is  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  own  staff 
under  the  direction  and  supervision  of  the  Engineer  and 
Surveyor.  Residential  quarters  have  a weekly  collection 
of  their  household  refuse,  whilst  from  business  centres 
and  hotels  the  refuse  is  collected  twice  weekly,  or  more 
frequently  if  the  necessity  exists. 

All  refuse  is  collected  in  modem  and  specially  designed 
motor  vehicles,  thereby  reducing  to  a minimum  any 
nuisance  which  may  arise. 


Refuse  Disposal 

The  disposal  of  refuse  is  by  “Controlled  Tipping’’,  the 
tip  being  situated  on  the  sand  dunes  in  the  eastern  part  of 
your  area.  The  tipping  is  carried  out  in  proper  layer  forma- 
tion, the  refuse  being  levelled  and  top  dressed  with  sand. 

The  problem  of  finding  suitable  tipping  land,  however, 
continues  to  be  an  urgent  and  major  problem  in  your 
District. 


Back  Lanes 

Every  effort  is  made  to  keep  back  lanes  of  the  District 
as  clean  and  passable  as  present  circumstances  will  allow. 
Frequent  inspections  are  made  with  a view  to  preventing 
deposit  and  accumulation  of  refuse  deposit  thereon.

ERADICATION  OF  INSECT  PESTS 

Sixteen  visits  were  made  to  eight  premises. 

The  work  of  disinfestation  was  carried  out  by  the 
Public  Health  Department,  and  the  costs  incurred  were 
recovered  from  the  owner  and/or  occupier  of  the  infested 
premises.  In  every  instance  contact  insecticides  were  used, 
and  the  results  proved  satisfactory. 

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949 

A rodent  operator  is  employed  by  the  Council  for  the 
destruction  of  rats  throughout  the  district.  All  complaints 
from  private  and  business  premises  were  attended  to,  the 
treatment  being  carried  out  free  of  charge  in  private 
premises,  but  the  cost  of  treatment  at  business  and  com- 
mercial premises  was  recovered.

Mr.  Dicks  reports  that  in  addition  to  the  above,  as  is 
required  by  the  Ministry,  two  sewer  maintenance  treat- 
ments of  the  sewers  within  your  area  were  carried  out. 
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At  points  where  there  was  a good  take,  follow-up 
treatments  were  done.  He  stresses  that  these  regular  treat- 
ments of  the  sewers  have  resulted  in  less  complaints  being 
now  received  of  surface  infestation  as  compared  with  pre- 
viously when  there  was  a tendency  for  the  rats  to  breed  in 
the  sewers. 

One  block  controlled  Scheme  was  also  found  to  be 
necessary.  In  this  type  of  block  treatment  all  the  premises 
and  land  within  a given  area  are  treated  simultaneously.

RENT  ACT,  1967 

This  Act  came  into  operation  on  the  6th  July,  1957 
and  follows  upon  the  Rent  and  Repairs  Act  of  1954.  The 
Act  has  two  purposes  in  that  it  frees  from  rent  control 
houses  (including  flats)  above  certain  levels  of  rateable 
value  and  secondly  allows  limited  increases  in  rents  of 
houses  still  under  control.  Opportunity  is  given  tenants, 
upon  whom  increases  of  rent  have  been  imposed,  of  obtain- 
ing general  repairs  sometimes  outside  the  purview  of  the 
Public  Health  Acts. 

Two  appplications  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  were 
received  during  1961,  and  one  certificate  for  cancellation. 

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 

During  the  summer  months  10  sites  were  occupied  by 
holiday  campers  in  tents  and  motor  trailers.  1,260  visits 
were  made  to  camping  sites  in  1961. 

Very  good  co-operation  was  received  from  the  caravan 
owners  in  connection  with  the  conditions  that  were  imposed 
on  their  Licences  as  the  result  of  the  Caravan  and  Control 
of  Development  Act,  1960.  In  view  of  the  time  factor,  only 
slight  process  was  made  in  implementing  tiese  new  stand- 
ards. It  is,  however,  hoped,  that  within  the  next  season 
marked  progress  will  have  been  made.

Milk  Supply 

The  standard  of  milk  supplied  continues  to  i 

In  recent  years  great  progress  has  been  made  in  the  contro 
of  the  risk  of  conveying  Tuberculosis  to  hum^s  through 
milk.  It  is  now  rare  to  receive  a notification  of  Tub^culous 
Peritonitis  or  tuberculosis  of  bone.  This  is  due  to  the  wide 
distribution  of  pasteurised  milk  and  to  the  progress  made 
in  eradicating  the  disease  from  dairy  herds. 

Under  The  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations, 
1960,  the  licensing  of  milk  dealers  is  now  the  responsibility 
of  the  Glamorgan  County  Council,  as  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Authority  for  the  area.  Dealer’s  licences  on,  or  after  1st 
January,  1961,  are  valid  for  five  years  and  will  be  renew- 
able for  subsequent  quinquennial  periods. 


Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  1955 

The  regulations  came  into  operation  in  1956,  and  have 
resulted  in  a great  improvement  in  the  handling  and  dis- 
tribution of  food. 

Continued  vigilance  and  frequent  inspections  are 
required  in  order  to  maintain  a high  standard  of  cleanliness 
in  the  shops,  cafes  and  hotels  and  to  impress  on  those  in 
control  the  heavy  responsibility  that  is  placed  upon  them  in 
ensuring  that  the  Regulations  are  in  all  respects  observed. 


MEAT  INSPECTION 


There  is  no  public  slaughterhouse  or  licensed  private 
slaughterhouse  within  your  area. 

Your  area,  therefore,  has  to  rely  on  the  facilities  avail- 
able at  the  Bridgend  Slaughterhouse,  and  to  a lesser  degree 
at  the  Port  Talbot  Slaughterhouse.

Ice  Cream 

The  Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment)  Regulations  came 
into  force  on  the  1st  May,  1947.  These  Regulations  pre- 
scribe the  method  by  which  Ice  Cream  should  be  manu- 
factured. The  occupiers  of  all  the  registered  premises 
within  the  Urban  District  are  aware  of  the  requirements  of 
these  Regulations. 


The  greater  portion  of  the  Ice  Cream  that  is  sold  in 
the  town  is  pre-packed  ice-cream,  and  this  should  be 
encouraged  as  there  is  much  less  risk  of  contamination.

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  an  oral  vaccine  is  now  coming 
into  use  for  the  protection  of  the  public  against  polio- 
myelitis. This  simplifies  the  procedure  and  it  is  to  be  hoped 
that  the  public  will  eagerly  seek  and  accept  this  simple 
method  of  protection.

An  examination  of  the  Table  of  the  Deaths  from 
Cancer,  shows  that  out  of  29  deaths,  four  were  due  to 
cancer  of  the  lung  or  bronchus.  The  respiratory  system  has 
now  become  one  of  the  main  sites  for  this  disease  through- 
out the  country. 

It  has  been  proved  beyond  doubt  through  national 
surveys  in  many  countries,  that  there  is  an  association 
between  cigarette  smoking  and  deaths  from  lung  cancer. 
Many  posters  were  displayed  in  public  places  bringing  this 
fact  to  the  notice  of  the  public,  in  order  to  impress  upon 
them  the  dangers  that  exist. 

The  most  important  Acts  coming  into  force  in  1961, 
as  far  as  the  Health  Department  was  concerned  were  the 
Public  Health  Act  1961,  and  the  Housing  Act,  1961. 

In  conclusion,  I would  like  to  express  to  the  Council 
my  appreciation  of  the  interest  shown  by  Members  in 
matters  affecting  public  health.  I would  also  like  to  thank 
the  staff  for  their  co-operation  and  particularly  Mr.  Dicks, 
the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  and  the  other  Members 
of  the  Public  Health  Department  for  their  assistance  during 
the  year  and  for  furnishing  me  with  the  necessary  figures 
for  this  Report.
